Bikes become a new way of life 


The idea that the bicycle is 
a toy is as outdated as the 
five-cent cigar. 
Millions of Americans from 
coast-to-coast have been re­ 
discovering the bicycle as a 
recreation and travel vehicle. 
In fact the Bicycle Institute of 
America recently announced 
that more than 13 million bic­ 
ycles were purchased in the 
United States in 1972 and that 
figure is bound to grow sub­ 
stantially this year. 
Further statistical analysis 
has revealed that nearly 50 
per cent of all those new bic­ 
ycles were adult models. With 
the expansion of leisure time, 
Americans have almost in­ 
stinctively turned to bicycles 
for recreational and travel re­ 
quirements. 
In recent years we have be­ 
come increasingly more and 
more ecology conscious. Air, 
water and sound pollution 
have become the subject of 
hours and hours of debate and 
lately the fears of experts in 
these fields have led to legis­ 
lation and controls. 
Pollution is a dirrty word to 
most Americans. It is as re­ 
pulsive to some as the world 
war, to others. Pollution is an 
Insidious enemy of our society 
and the more the citizenry be­ 
comes aware of its dangers, 
the more it will turn to imme­ 
diate, remedial action. 
The bicycle is obviously one 
of those remedial 
actions. 
Sure, 
the 
bike 
has 
been 
around since before the Gay 
Nineties. It is heralded in the 
folklore and song of our na­ 
tion. As a matter of fact it is 
the bicycle which is respon­ 
sible for the highway system 
in this country, not to men­ 
tion most of the engineering 
advances found in the Johnny 
Come Lately—the automobile. 
Right, bikes had gears and 
brakes and pneumatic tires, 
before the Model T was even 
a dream. 
Travel and recreation buffs 
have really aided the astound­ 
ing growth of the bicycle in 
recent times. In hamlets and 
major cities all round the na­ 
tion, local governments are 
making special provisions for 


the cyclist. The bicycle route 
sign is almost as familiar as 
the school zone or stop signs 
and people take to their bic­ 
ycles with the knowledge that 
there Is a safe route to follow. 
But the bike route is just a 
drop in the bucket in the 
greater scheme of things.

Discover fish hiding places 
Flying families beat traffic

Before you can catch fish, 
you’ve pot to find the places 
where the fish live and feed. 
One of th.' easiest ways to 
f i n d those elusive hiding 
places, according to Ray Jef­ 
ferson, a leading manufac­ 
turer 
of 
electronic 
fishing 
aids, is with a fish flasher. 
Let’s see just how a flasher 
works to our advantage to 
find the spots fish like. 
The fastest, most efficient 
way to find fish is to first sur­ 
vey the lake or river where 
you are poing to fish. If pos­ 
sible, get an underwater map. 
If none is available, go with 
your flasher and sketch out 
your own survey. It takes a 
minimum of two landmarks 
along one shoreline or bank to 
establish a line across the 
fishing area. 
If you want to make a spe­ 
cific spot, you'll need four 
landmarks — one from each 
shore meeting at right angles 
over the point you wish to 
mark. At the 
same time 
you’re sketching, mark down 
the depth of the rock or 
weeds and the bottom con­ 
ditions. This is important in­ 
formation when you come 
back to fish. Also, note whe­ 
ther you suspect fish are be­ 
low. 
The dial of your fish flasher 


will give all this information 
to you. Below are the various 
bottom conditions where fish 
may be found. 
—Brush bank—good feeding 
area. 
—Submerged rock pile—hol­ 
ding and feeding area; weeds 
harboring small food fish and 
cray'ish. 
—Weedy bar—good feeding 
area. 
—Shallow weedy bar—good 
feeding area; weeds harbor 
food fish. 
—Drop-off—game fish forage 
in shallows; hold on edge of 
drop-offs; 
dart into deeper 
water at sign of danger. 
—Cliffs—holding and feeding 
area; game iish school on 
shelves; 
food 
fish 
inhabit 
rocks and crevices. 
—Submerged island—holding 
area; possibly feeding site de­ 
pendent on cover and depth. 
—Creek bed—edges with co­ 
ver; good holding area during 
m i d-s u m m e r and winter 
months. 
-Creek mouth food washed 
into lakes creates good feed­ 
ing area. 
—Sloping Point with Drop- 
Off-shallow point; good feed­ 
ing area; drop-off into deep 
water good holding area. 
During the spawning season 
when fish are in the shallows 
(usually lei s than 10 feet).

the angler has little problem 


presenting his lure to the fish. 
Any cast is apt to bring a 
reaction — a strike. Despite 
this, it is important to learn all 
you can about the bottom of 
all of your favorite lakes. 
Any change in that bottom 
(which we call "structure ) 
acts as a gathering point for 
fish. Not always, of course, 
but you can depend upon sue b 
features as being dependable 
most of the time. When sur­ 
veying your lake with your 
fish flasher, therefore, be on 
the 
watch 
for 
any 
such 
changes. 
You 
won’t 
actually 
see 
many fish in water less than 
15 or 20 feet deep, since the 
approach of the boat in such 
shallow water often frightens 
the fish from the path. Be­ 
yond these depths, however, 
fish don’t seem to scare, and 
you can actually pinpoint the 
locations of fish schools by 
seeing them on your flasher. 
Modem depth finders, such 
as Ray Jeff’s, enable a fisher­ 
man to survey at a fairly ra­ 
pid rate, which means that 
there is sometimes a proolem 
in circling back to the exact 
location of something which 
looks good. Say you suddenly 
see a batch of blips which in­ 
dicate fish. By the time you 
slow the boat and circle back 
you may have lost the spot. 
Cure that by having a buoy 
at hand which you can toss 
overboard immediately when 
the flasher tells you to. Make 
several of these qabuoys by 
cutting styrofoam into shadow 
blocks . . say an inch thick 
and 4’’x6” in size. Use a 
3-ounce sinker tied to about 
100-125 feet of line (depending 
upon the depth of your lakes) 
wrapped around the styro­ 
foam. 
When you to s out the mar­ 
ker, the sinker will “ auto­ 
matically" unwind the line 
until it hits the bottom, and 
the flat shape of the buoy will 
prevent any more line from 
unwinding. Then — no prob­ 
lem in circling around and re­ 
turning to the exact ‘•pot.

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Boating offers variety 
Create a family Vacationland

The lure of boating has 
come a long way since the 
early 
advertisements 
of a 
half-century ago teased boa­ 
ters with the question, “Why 
Row?” 
Today, with more than 50 
million 
U.S. 
and Canadian 
participants, the attraction of 
boating is a lot like the call of 
the barker at the county fiar. 
“Come one, come all,” he 
says. “There’s fun for the 
whole family.” 
The attraction today isn’t 
just the boat, but what the 
boat will let you do. Models 
for 1973 include everything 
from the tiny Johnson 2 h.p. 
with self-contained fuel tank, 
for canoeing, dinghies and the 
like; all the way up to 150- 
horsepower-plus 
plants 
like 


Johnson’s Stinger GP, for the 
outboard racing circuit. 
For one user, it’s power to 
take the family water skiing. 
For another, it’s a way to get 
to his favorite fishing hole, 
fast. For still another, the 
boat lets him cruise, camp or 
p i c n i c on some of this 
country’s scenic waters. 
Yearly Study 
The Boating Industry Asso­ 
ciation makes a yearly study 
of what new boat and motor 
buyers use their equipment 
for. The figures show the per­ 
centage of mentions each ac- 
t i v i t y r e c e i v e d among 
outboard and boat buyers. 
Many buyers put down sever­ 
al activities, which is why the 
percentage figures total more 
than 100. 
Water skiing has taken over 


WATER SKIING has taken over as the most pop­ 
ular boating activity. The sport is on the upswing 
nationally. 


the number one spot, edging 
out the long-time leader, fish­ 
ing. Water skiing received 51 
percent mention from the res­ 
pondents in 1971 while fishing 
placed second with 47 per­ 
cent. The 1972 figures are not 
available. 
Fishing Tops 
Until 1971 fishing had al­ 
ways received the most men­ 
tions. In 1970, for instance, 
fishing received a score of 55 
percent, while water skiing 
received 45 percent. 
The market research ex­ 
perts point out that the fig­ 
ures do not mean that fewer 
people are fishing, but that 
the interest in water-oriented 
activities like water skiing 
has greatly increased. The 
figures 
support 
the 
theory 
that boating equipment buy­ 
ers are increasingly turning 
to areas in which skill and 
expertise may be practiced. 
Cruising Third 
But 
back 
to 
the 
study. 
Cruising 
retained 
its 
third 
place stance, with 33 percen­ 
tage points, and just managed 
to stay 
ahead 
of 
hunting 
which registered 30 percent of 
the mentions. 
“Other,” 
that 
ubiquitous 
category 
which 
lumps 
all 
those commercial fishermen, 
sailors scuba divers, dinghy 
users et a!., remained steady 
at seven percent. 
So, as the old advertise­ 
ment said, why row? Why 
not, instead, water ski, fish, 
cruise, camp, picnic, or gen­ 
erally have fun like the mil­ 
lions who have discovered the 
lure of boating.

Operations 
that may be performed with 
an ultrasonic sewing machine 
are stitching, hemming, tack­ 
ing, basting, pleating, slitting, 
and buttonholing. Button holes 
are made with an attachment 
which slits and sews in one 
operation. Seam strength var­ 
ies with material, but is gen­ 
erally as good as, or better 
than, that of threaded seams.
